Senator Defends His Brother, and 
Takes Issue With George Hort 
on Several Matters—Hearing 
Will Be Resumed at 9 
O'Clock This Morning. 


Senator J. R. Brock had his inning 
yesterday before the legislative investl- 
gating committee, and made a full 
Statement of his connection with the 
convict lease system as camp physician, 
contract surgeon, woods’ rider, membder 
of legislative investigating commiitees, 
end as chainman of the penitentiary 
Ccommittes of the senate. He was on 
the stand two hours and forty-five min- 
utes. 

The only other interesting feature of 
the day’s hearing mwas the appearance 
of Judge John W. Maddox, of Rome, 
and J. D.. Kibpetrick, of Atlanta, as at- 
torney for Jake Moore. 

In beginning his statement, Senator 
Brock seid he had resigned from the 
investigating committee in order that 
he might tei what he knew of the sys- 
tem, and since he wisheg to submit cer- 
tain facts in evidence, he did not wish 
to Sit in judgment upon his own evi- 
dence, or cause the slightest embar- 
rassment to the committee. 

Told of Hurt Mines.

decision handed down on yesterday in 
M. Rose v. the State. 
The decision was wyitten by Judge 
tichard B. Russell. It cites the 
DeLamater y. South Dakota, 205 U. 
93, in which it held that 
“general power of states to 
trol and regulate, within their borders, 
the business of dealing in or soliciting 
the purchase of intoxicat- 
is beyond question.”

This decision is one of the most 
teresting and far-reaching since 
adoption of the prohibition law, and its 
the supreme court. 

The prohibition law prohibits the 
sale of Mquors in Georgia, or the 
soliciting or taking of orders for the 
sale of liquors in this state. The court. 
of appeals now holds that solicitation 


interpretation by 


'mayv be made by letter, and that when 
(such a letter from a seller in another 


state is received and opened by a citi- 
zen of Georgia it is as much solicita- 
tion as though the writer of the letter 
had appeared in person. 
The law governing unmailable 
ter, passed by congress, prohibits 
shipment of intoxicating liquors 
through the mails. Hereafter in Geor- 
gia. under this decision, no solicitation 
by letter looking to the sale of liquot 
in Georgia may be sent through the 
mails in this state. The crime of send- 
ing such a letter is committeg at the 
point where the letter is 
and takes effect. 
Where Soliciting Was Done, 


In the decision reference is mude to 
the case of the United States v. Thayer, 
which involved the unlawful solicita- 
tion of campaign contributions, 
the supreme court of the United States 
held that the solicitation was done 
when the lettér was received and 
opened by the addresseerat its desti- 
nation. It was not accomplished when 
ihe letter was mailed and dropped in 
the post, for if it had miscarried, the 
sender would. have failed of his pur- 
pose. 

The decision rendered says: “The 
state may punish for a crime com- 
mitted through the mails as a medium, 
without in any sense infringing the 
undoubted right of the national gov- 
ernment to control the mail. Freedom 
to use the mails does ‘not extend to 
their use as a means of committing 
crime.” The solicitation of orders for 
liquor is a crime in Georgfa. There- 
fore, such solicitations sent through

Mr. Meador asked me 
to withdraw my resignation, and stay 
on with the company. This I agreed 
to do. After Mr. Hurt came, it became 
apparent he and I could not agree as 
to the work of the convicts. I had one 
idea as to how they ought to be work- 
ed, and Mr. Hurt had another.” 

Mr. Adams: ‘‘He thought they ought 
to do more work than you thought 
thev. should?”’ 

Mr. Brock: “Yes, sir, and then his 
methods generally were such that I 
did not think I. could get along with 
him.” 

He then told of clashes following @is 
resignation between the new superin- 
tendent, Mr. Reynolds, and the warden, 
E. D. Brock. He svoke_ of an 
incident in which Reynolds had 
teased and perescuted a convict, 
and of another case in which the wars 
den had refused to whip a _ prisoner 
upon the superintendent's recommend- 
ation because he did not helieve the 
man deserved to be punished. 

In telling of the trouble with bad air 
gas in the mine, caused by tie faulty 
working of a gasoline engine, witness 
told of Mr. Hurt sendinpg to Alabama 
for J. A. D. Hillhouse, formerly ‘mine 
inspector of Alabama, to come and 
make an inspection. Witness had re- 
ported matters to the prison comunis- 
sion. 

He also told at thie point of the con- 
traction of pneumonia by a convict 
who was forced, by the lack of bathing 
facilities, to take a bath in the open 
air. Witness Was camp physician at 
the time and detailed a crippled con- 
viet to act as nurse to the disabled 
convict. Mr. Hurt objected to this. 
The patient finally died, 

Men Worked in Water. 


Witness testified that the mine was 
not properiy drained ang that water 
often accumulated in the chambers and 
corridors. The men worked tn water 
and on coming out of the mine were 
forced to walk in their wet elothee to 
camp. This caused much sickness. 
Witness said he teported to the prison 
commission the following facts: (1) 
Lack of a proper and sufficient systere 
of ventilation in the mine:: (2) lack o1 
proper drainage system In the mine: (3) 
lack of proper bathing favilities in the 
camp. Continuing, he said: 

“I told Mr. Hurt that if the mine had 
been located in a state where proper 
mining laws were in force it would be 
closed. The men were frequently 
brought out of the mines in a comatose 
condition.

The one white girl 
inmate has a room in the private apartments reserved for Superintendent Beth- 
une and Nis wife. , .

As for impiements and tools for manual training work, they 
are unNKnNOWn. HOOKS are exceedingly few. The boys cultivate crops that will 
Srow on the poor tand and whenever they get an opportunity—-escape. There 
have been thirty-four escapes in the nineteen months the institution has been 
run, Dut twenty-seven were recaptured. : 

With only one iarge building and no more protection to Keep people either 
in Or out than is usually found in the Ordinary dwelling, the boys are able to 
depart whenever they feel am inclination to travel. On his own hook Mr. Beth- 
une bought about $200 worth of bars and netting and that helped to keep the 
Doys in somewhat better. When he ordered these supplies, he did not know 
where the money was coming from to pay for them.

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JUDGE SPEER’S DECISION. 


It is a very interesting situation in which the railroads which have sought 
to increase rates on grain, hay and provisions coming into southern territory 
find themselves. 

They are learning that it is possible for an injunction to work both ways. 

Ordinarily it is the railroad which gets the injunction preventing any 
interference with its rates, until the justness of such interference can be 
determined. 

This time the shoe is on the other foot and it is the people who have 
secured the’ injunction restraining the railroads from increasing the traffic 
burden upon the public, until the righteousness of that increase shall first 
have been legally passed upon. | 

Judge Emory Speer, in response to the complaint of merchants residing 
within his district, has taken jurisdiction and temporarily enjoined the rail- 
roads involved from enforcing their proposed rate increases on these neces- 
sary commodities of life, until the justness of such higher rates shall have 
bean passed upon by competent authority. , 

Judge Speer has held, in effect, that the increased rates scheduled to have 
gone into effect now must not be enforced until the interstate commerce 
commission has sanctioned them. 

The railroads must now go to that body and get its consent. before they 
can add one cent to the rates upon these commodities. 

From an equitable standpoint there is no question that Judge Speer has 
taken an eminently correct view of the proposition. 
| An examination of the question fails to disclose any reasonable or sound 
basis upon which the railroads can contend for the justness of the propesed 
increase. 

- But aside from the question of the justice of the proposed increase in 
itself, the railroads cannot reasonably deny to the public the same right upon 
which they have so loudly and so determinedly insisted, to first have that 
justice or injustice determined by competent tribunal. 

It is a case of the public invoking the well-known railroad remedy, 
against which the railroad can have no righteous or well-founded complaint. 

“Two years ago we suggested that the public had “better jet well enough 
alone!” But it chased after a vision and the result is known of all men. 

Now we say that ‘the railroads had “better let well enough alone!” for 
even the howling mob of political demagogues who were hounding them two 
years ago on the false promise of a sweeping reduction of rates, are today 
stretching their leather lungs in shouting to maintain the very rates they 
were denouncing as “robbery” two years ago. “oh

I regret 
that I am not in a position to point 
out that proper plan ef handling con- 
victs which would prevent competition 
with free laber and bring to their con- 
finement a wholesome effort to reform 
as well as punish them, 

IT WILL BE NECESSARY TO PRO-

STEPHENS BILL 
AND ITS OBJECT 


Senator Stephens Shows There 
Have Been Misapprehen- 
sions About It. 


There appearp to have been co nsid- 
erable shension with regard to 
the purposes of the military bill intro- 
duced in the senate by Senator Stephens, 
of the firet district, particulerly in 
the statement which has’ been made 
a number of times to the effect that 
it was designed to relieve the Savan- 
nah Volunteer Guards, Major Stephens’ 
command, from the operations of the 
national or Dick law. 

Senator Stephens shows clearly that 
this was in no wise intended, nor could 
the measure as drawn have that ef- 
fect. 

“The Savannah Volunteer Guards 
have aibsolutly nothing to do with it,” 
Major Stephens said. “Under the terms 
of the bill they could not withdraw 
from the national guard, even if they 
desired to do so. Furthermore, they do 
not desire it. They are serving now 
under the Dick law asa part of the na- 
tional guard, and they expect to re- 
main there. 

“This measure cannot in any wise af- 
fect the national guard appropriation 
from the federal government, because 
the proposeq organization would 
and could not participate in one penny 
of it. Its meitmbers w!!l purchase their | 
Own @niforme. arms and al! equipment, 
and they must first have served five 
years in the national guard before they 
can become members of it. It is pro- 
vided that they shall share in what- 
ever appropriation ie made by the state 
to its militia, for the sole reason that 
unless that provision were made, it 
would be impossible for the governor 
to call them into service and pay their 
expenses if on riot or other required 
duty.’’ ' 

This statement from Senator Steph- 
ens will, no doubt, relieve some mis- 
taken impfegsions which have gotten 
about with regard to the measure. Gov- 
ernor 6mith, it is stated, has examined 
the ill, and is in ‘favor of its enact- 
ment. 

TM ts pointed out that there are now 
several organizations throughout the 
country which exist on precisely the 
basis prescribed in the Stephens bill. 
namely, the Old Guard, of New York; 
the Cleveland Grays, of Ohio, and Troop 
A. of Philedelphie, which are state 
militia not gsudject to nationai duty, 
while the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery, of Boston, ie exoepted from the 
operations of the Dick law by apecific 
statement in the las itself. 

The real purpose of the 
Senator’ Stephens stated, ts 
of the organization of men who have 
given at least five years of service to 
the national guard, who will pay their 
own expenses, ang who will be at hand 
to respond to any call the state may 
make upon them in the event the na- 
tional guard should be called from the 
state under orders from the president. 

The measure is now pending before 
the house of representatives upon 4a 
favorable committee report, having 
passed the senate.

The senate committee substitute for 
the Deen banking bureau bill wae aménd- 
ed and passed by the semate yesterday

BRITISH WIN WITH THE OARS. 


Old Style Long Stroke Again Proves 
Fd Its Merit. 

Henley, July’ 31.—The International 
Olympic regatta came to an end today 
with a sweeping victory for the United 
Kingdom oarsmen, who have defeated 
all the continental rowers who partici- 
pated in the races. 

The great event of the meeting was 
the championship eight in which, after 
winning several heats, the Belgian 
crew went down to defeat in the final 
before the Leander crew. The Leanders 
won by two lengths and a half over 
a course i% miles long, in 7 minutes 
and 52 secon” with comparative ease. 
The outcome of the contest was a great 
surprise, as this morning many of the 
experts had practically conceded the 
race to the Club Hautique de Gand. It 
was a battle of the styles, the orthodox
